Walhondin? Work Train Wreck- 


ed Near Warsaw. 


CONDUCTOR BUTLER WAS HURT 


Tke Csbftoce Struck • SMe aafi Lett the 


Track Followed by Six Cars Lesdctf

A wreck which might have resulted 


In loss of life and which did seriously 
injure one man and hurt others while 
property was being destroyed, occur- 
red on the Walhonding Valley a mile 
south of Warsaw Monday afternoon. 
It was late when the track was clear- 
ed.The construction train in charge of 
Conductor John Butler, of Loudon- 
Tille, had been working between War- 
saw and Coshocton during the day, 
and in the afternoon started for War- 
saw siding in order that the local 
might pass on its way to' Mansfield. 
The train was being backed, and when 
rounding a sharp curve "ran into a slide 
that had come from a steep bluff near 
the 
track. The caboose was first 
to 
striWe 
the 
obstruction, 
and 
promptly left, the rails. 
It rolled 
over the embankment and into the 
Walhonding river. 
Six cars loaded 
with ties followed, but only two could 
reach the stream. The others were 
piled on the track. 
Conductor Butler was about to en- 
ter the caboose when the accident 
occurred. He was tossed about like a 
leaf in a storm as the caboose went 
down to the river, and sustained ser- 
iOMS injuries. Supervisor J. N. Van- 
scoyack was also on the train, and was 
thrown into the river. 
He alighted 
in water almost to his arm pits, but 
beyond the inconvenience of a cold 
bath on a raw day and a number of 
bruises was not hurt. The brafceman 
was in the caboose when it went over 
the bank and was considerably bruised. 
A laborer named Hoons was in a 
boxcar, and took the trip down the 
bank with no other ' injury than a 
severe shaking up. Cars and ties"were 
scattered in hopeless confusion, and 
the scene presented was one of deso- 
lation.. The track was. torn up for 
some distance, and the property loss 
was large enough to- be a considera- 
tion. 
Word was at once sent to the junc- 
tion of the wreck, and a train was or- 
dered outfroin'Loudonvflle. 
It made 
a quick run, and the work of dealing 
up 
the 
wreck was at once com- 
menced. The train from Coshccton 
was stopped and the injured supervis- 
or and conductor were put on board. 
It was deemed best to return to Co- 
shocton at once. 
Upon the arrival of the train in 
tbis city Dr. E. C. Carr, the compa- 
ny's surgeon, was called and be at 
once asked the services of Dr. J. G. 
Carr and Dr. Frew. They found that 
Butler's right lep was broken and 
the

manner as to cause a very painful in- 
jury. He was well ni^h covered with 
bruises of more or less importance,but 
there is no reason to believe will not 
recover.

Supervisor Vanscoyacfc was found 
to be badly bruised and 
suffering 


from shock. No bones were broken but 
be sustained a number of cuts on tbe 
head. The men were given every at- 
tention until the train left. 
It was late Monday night when 
tbe 
conductor 
received 
orders 
to move and the train continued its 
journey. Temporary repairs bad been 
made to the track and the wreck 
cleared away. \ force was at work 
today cleaning up the debris i& 
ncl re- 
pairing cars in order that they might 
be moved.

There has oeen rery, little of 
it for several weeks, and thcj;'work of 
wrecking the plant has progressed so 
rapidly that when nextt Saturday 
night Comes not one stick-of timber 
will be left standing and early next 
week the office will be cioseo for all 
time.

The site along the WheehW & Lake 
Brie presents a dismal aspect to per- 
sons not acquainted with the - ruined 
industry and its history, -jareat tim- 
bers mark the outline of the building, 
gaunt" reminders of the.)enterprise 
which placed it there. The^machinery 
is gone, 'scattered to the four winds of 
heaven by the powerful -force that 
controlled the destinies1 of the mill. 
Some of it went to New Philadelphia, 
some to* Canton, a-'" f«*i& pieces to 
Struthers, more to Bridotport and a 
little to Scottdaie, while ©inal Dover

forgotten. 
The 
plan't.wlll never again be'gathered to- 
gether, and that which was for almost 
a month t> »e pride tof ; Coshocton. is 
hopelessly lost. 
Everything has been' or 
is being 
moved. Boiler hou^-, stacks and boil- 
ers are gone nnd ii-e fine ,electrical 
plant and gre^t engine' have disap- 
peared. The thousands upon thou- 
sands of bricks used in foundations 
have been torn out and shipped to 
Canal Dover, and the greater part of 
the main building is gone lorever. 
Part of it will be used in the construc- 
tion of a new bar mill at New Pnila- 
delphid, and a part will go to Bridge- 
port where the company that does not 
throw, money away " w.111 use it for 
tome purpose. The Coshocton Coal 
company bought tbe tank, and J. J. 
Eubel purchased the office building 
while the Coshocton Vehicle company 
got the blacksmith shop 
,'-I tbinik we will be able to with- 
draw thejjorce this week, and close up 
all our business in Coshocton by Tues- 
day," said S. M. Anderson of Canton, 
wno has had charge of the work. "We 
now bave';30 men -in our employ, the 
greater number from your 
town. 
With the shipment of the last car 
they will be discharged. 
It has n< t 
been an easy task, this wrecking a 
plant such as this one proved to be, 
but our foreman, George Lighthara- 
mer, of New Philadelphia, under- 
tands the^work and did not allow it to 
lag. If yaa know of some party who 
wa'ntsto buy about? seven acres of 
good land just tell him that we have 
that much for sale.. That sale will 
end the company's business in Co- 
sbocton." 
The men who were employed at the 
plant and almost all the officers of the 
Coshocton Rolling Mill company are 
scattered far and wide. 
President 
Ambrose Beard is holding a responsi- 
ble position with the American. Sheet 
Steel company with headquarters in 
Pittsburg. Secretary Will gryant is 
at present in Cambridge, and Treas- 
urer D. A. Raiff is in this c'ty. 
The 
workmen went in all directions, many 
of them returning to Atlanta and 
Middleton, Ind., while others went to 
Cambridge and the Pittsburg district. 
Coshocton recovered the bonus money 
from the trust after the mill was 
bought and it is being used to build up 
the city. "There is every reason to be- 
lieve that long after the Coshocton 
sheet mill has become nothing more 
than a memory the money so largely 
used in its construction will be a 
source of prottt to the cif.y.

Number of Representatives and Senators for 


Ten Years. 


Governor TSTash, Auditor Guilbert 
and 
Secretary Laylin,- constituting 
the state apportionment commission, 
have finished the apportionment for 
the present decennial period. 
By the new apportionment the first 


legislature of the period will have 110 
members of the house and 33 senators. 
The second legislature will have 110 
members of the bouse and 33 senators. 
The third legislature will have 113 
members of the house and 37 senators. 
The fourth'legislature of the period 
will have 109 members of the house 
and 34 senators and the flfth and last 
will have 111 members of the house 
and 34 senators. 
Coshocton county will have one rep- 
resentative in each legislature during 
the period. Fifty-four other counties 
are similarly situated.

In other words the net cost to 
the town has been $3,862.20 a year. 
Against this, the paper says, can be 
charged the street lights of which 
there are 32, making each light cost 
tbe town about $108.

Riot In Mexico. 


Lar«do, Tex., April 9.—The' govern- 


ment of Mexico has had suspicion 
about a reported revolutionary occur- 
rence at Lampasos, Mex.,,and the mil- 
itary stationed ther«3 Arrested four 
prominent citizens. Whe'n'tlie'y were 
taken to the depot en'-rSute to Mon- 
terey, *a mob headed by Francisco Ma- 
ranjo, son of the famous .General Ma- 
ranjo, appeared at the station. In the 
excitement that followed one of the 
prisoners escaped. When the train left 
the leaders of the mob repaired to 
General Maranjo's castle, where they 
are at present surrounded. Five hun- 
dred soldiers from Monterey were dis- 
patched to the scene by special train. 


Strike In Hawaii. 


San Francisco, April 9.—Late intel- 


ligence from Honolulu is'to the effect 
that a general strike of mates of the 
vessels engaged in the 
inter-island 


trade has tied up many of the vessels. 
The mates employed by the Inter- 
islands Steam Navigation company 
and the Wilder Steamship company 
on over 20 vessels have struck for 
higher wages. The men were only re- 
cently given United States certificates 
to allow them to fill the positions they 
occupy, and are about all the licensed 
mates here. They want the coast 
wages of $90, $75 and $60 ta month for 
first, second and third mates.
